

1, On 3 I fey 19!.v2j the Busche Kaaerno in Lo±sni£ (1 5>2/K 69 ) quartered, a rear 
detail of 10 to 12 officers 1‘ron Junior lieutenant up to and including major 
and about 60 Eli who wore red-bordered black epaulets. A town-counci llor 
staked that one major iras tiie commanding officer of the troops in the Busch© 
Kaserne and in the Friedrich August Kaserne. during the period from 2.3 April
